rept irt contains a table regarding the causes 
an* i extent of the failures of national banka 
addition to the tables it has been custom* 
t ary to publish. 
From this table it appears 
that the Cook County National bank, which 
went into the hands of a receiv er Fsh. 1, 187 5, 
had nominal assets of $3,266,323, nnd that 
the total amount collected from the wreck 
was $365,27 4. 
The claims prov ed amounted 
to $7 9 5,9 9 2, the total div idends paid the cred­ 
itors were 14.041 per cent, and the affairs of 
the bank wore finally closed Nov . 'JO, 1885. A 
multiplication of the rato of div idonds by 
the amount of claims shows that the amount 
paid out to the creditors was $‘-¿ 63,321, and 
by substruction it is ascertained that the cost 
of settling up the affairs of the batik was 
$9 6,053. 
Mr. Trenho lm was asked Tuesday fo r so me 
do tailed info rm atio n regarding the way this 
mo ney went. 
The bank was in the hands o f 
the receiver fo r o ver eight y ears, during 
which quarterly repo rts were made, so that 
there were abo ut thirty -three repo rts to be 
searched fo r items, and the co m ptro ller de­ 
clined to have this do ne; but, taking tho final 
repo rt o f Iteceiver B urky , he said th at the 
receiver’s salary amo unted to $ 19,006. Spread 
o ut o ver eight y ears, this wo uld no t bo a high 
rate o f co mpensatio n, but the w’o rk was no t 
spread o ut o vo r eight y ears. 
The repo rt o f 
the co mptro ller fo r 1877 sho ws th at abo ut 
half tho to tal am o unt o f claims had been 
pro ved, and a go o d deal mo re than half the 
to tal co llectio ns had been made and distrib­ 
uted, fo r at that time 8 per cetlt* ha(1 1,0011 
distributed amo ng tho credito rs. 
A fter that there was no further dividend

DON’T APPLY TO UNCLE SAM. 


A ttorney General Garland Giv es an Opln- 
iou on tlie Inter-State Com merce Bill. 
W ashington City, M arch 30. —A tto rney 
General Garland has delivered an o fficial 
o pinio n o n the inter-state • co mmerce bill, in 
which he ho lds th at no ne o f tho lawful, cus­ 
to m ary 
o r necessary instrum entalities by 
which tho United States m ail service is co n­ 
ducted, are subjected to the new law. 
In 
the co urse o f a lo ng o pinio n o n the m atter he 
say s: 
A general ex am inatio n o f the who le sco pe 
o f po stal laws sho ws th at if tho inter-state 
co mmerce act were treated us if inco rpo r­ 
ât -1 into tho po stal sy stem o f laws the 
change wo uld be so radical as to render it 
highly impro bable th at so ex tensive a medi­ 
catio n o r repeal wo uld be left to mere im pli­ 
catio n; indeed, such a change co uld be reco g­ 
nized o nly by ex press language o f the stat­ 
ute. 
In co nfo rmity with this o pinio n the po st­ 
m aster general has issued a circular to po stal 
emplo y es in which he say3: 
This autho ritative interpretatio n relieves 
all railro ad co mpanies emplo y ed in carry ing 
the mails fro m any risk o f a vio latio n o f the 
statute by co ntinuance o f 
the co urteo us 
metho ds o f interco urse and business hereto ­ 
fo re prevailing between the departm ent and 
railro ad co mpanies. 
It should perhaps be added, by way of in­ 
formation, that the transportation giv en to 
inspectors upon the commission of the de­ 
partment, and to postal clerks in the line of 
their duty, is not free trav el, but, by the law 
and regulations, constitutes part of the serv ­ 
ice paid for in tho compensation to railroad 
carriers. 
Inspectors and postal clerks who 
may be required by any mail contractor to 
pay fare while trav eling on official duty, will 
take a receipt for the same and report the 
facts to the department that the amount 
may be deducted from the carrier’s compen­ 
sation, according to long established usage.
